BY THE GENERAL. 



Wednesday, Jan 25th. 

I WAS rather icluetant to leave 
Naples, I should have liked to 
have known more nbout that an- 
cient City nnd its people. There was no 
time, however. Duty called, and about 
0:30 we obeyed. We had n fine view 
of VcBnvius na we crossed the Bay in 
the old, panting Launch that took ua to 
the Steamer. The liquid fire was niu- 
ning down the sides of the mountain, 
and we could see the ' glimmer of the 
lighta that were burning in the little 
town situated at its base. What a 
place to live in ! We shuddered at the 
thought of what any night might bring 
forth to its sleeping ianabltants. 

I was told that many of tbc Neapolit- 
ans live in constant terror of the Vol- 
cano. They fear that some terrible 
Earthquake, or the anticipated bursting 
forth of the subterraDcan fires, which 
evidently are underneath and all about, 
luny bring them to sudden destruction. 
But their fears do not lead them tu 
make any preparations for any sueh 
dreadful doom. In this they are neither 
worse nor better than the inhabitants of 
other great Cities of the world, simply 
resemhliag the men and women who 
lived before the flood, Of whom we read, 
"They did eat, thoy drank, they married 
wivcB, they were given In marriage, until 
the day that Noe entered into the Ark, 
and the flood came and destroyed them 
nil" 

We found the "Prinz Regent Luit- 
pold," so far as we conld judge, a down- 
right, Buhstantial, comfortable vessel, 
fitted up with most of the comforts and 
luxuries of modem times: and a little 
before midnight we settled down to our 
first night's sleep in what is to be our 
homo for the neit thirty days, or there- 
abouts, 

Thursday, 2lllh. 

Our fellow-passcugcrs are a very mixed 
multitude, so far as nationalities go. I 
suppose half of them arc "made in 
Germany," a goodly few are British, and 
uuiuuKct the rnrnnindcr are renrescnt- 
ntives . from pretty well every other 
pnrt of the world. The gcntlemon sitting 
at our table is, I think, a Mining Spec- 
ulator, who has prospected at most of 
the existing Gold Mining Centres. He 
is just from Johannesburg, of the future 
of which he entertains a poor opinion, 
owing to the continued conflicts with the 
authorities. He is now on his way to 
Wcstralia to try his fortunes there. 

On my first turn on the deck, the first 
to hail me is the Hon. Mr. Read, a 
leader of the political world of Mci- 
bonrne, who introduced me to another 
fellow-passenger. Sir Albert Eoliit, M.P. 
for Islington, From Sir Albert I passed 
on, as by a sort of natural conscqncnci.-, 
to his lady, the Dowager-Duchess of 
Sutherland. I found her Ladyship much 
interested in the Army, and, after es- 
prcsBinc the hope that I was going to 
get some real rest and quiet. for once, 
she proceeded, with sti'ange incoasist- 
ency. to press me to give them a meet- 
ing in the Saloon that samp evening. I 
assented on condition that the Captain 
was itgrcciible. "Oh," juild her Ludy- 
ship. " r will see to him." Away she 
went to find him, obtained his conscnti 
nnd when Commissioner Pollard said 
something about the shurtness of time 
for making the moeting known, "Oh," 
Kniil her Ladyship, "that will easily be 
done ! I wilt tukc one side of the deck 



and you the other, and we will soou 
make every passenger Know all about 
it." 

The meeting has gone off very well. 
I was disappointed to find that the 
Second and Third Class passengers were 
not allowed to attend, and I did not see 
any of the Stewards prc»ent, who gen- 
erally crowd the passages and are fre- 
quently amongst my most attentive lis- 
teners. However, we had a fair aud- 
ience of Saloon Passengers, who were 
most attentive. Sir Alfred Kollit pre- 
sided, and introduced me witb a few 
appropriate and well-choBen words, and 
the Hon. Mr. Head ga>e espression to 
the thanks of the passengers at the 
close. I think the gathering was de- 
cidedly a profitable oae, and that some 
BGurcbing, saving truth was lodged in 
the hearts of those who listened. 

Friday, 27tb. 

My comrades report that at the dis- 
cussion that followed my Speech last 
night in the Smoke Boom, there was an 
unanimous expression of approval. 

Up till noon to-day the weather has 
licen delightful and the sky wonderfully 
bright anil clear for the time of the 
yenr. Yesterday afternoon w^e bad a 
wonderful sight of Mount Etna. Wo 
must have been nearly forty mites nway, 
nnd yet the cone of the mountain was 
distinctly visible, nnd the dense volumes 
of black, angry smoke ascending, far up 
into the sky. Thus we had sighted two 
Volcanoes In less that twenty-four hours. 

All the morning tbc Sea seems to 
have been agitating for a storm. The 
"white hontcH" have gradually grown 
more nnd more numerous, and, just after 
the crowd had partaken, with sparkling 
humor, of the noonday meal, the move- 
ment of the waters became sufllciently 
serious to send almost everybody to their 
cabins and into their berths, where they 
lie powerless at the present moment. 
"Two of my comradca are in this helpless 
condition, and all the work they had 
planned ont for this side of Port Said 
will, I fenr, have to wait. 

Coloney Liawtey is tiit «u»y of ,\!n a'.!, 
nnd "a hnil fellow well met" into the 
bargain. For a comrade who never 
knew a qualm of sickness on board ship 
boT*-ever the winds may hlow and the- 
sen may roll, and who is able and will- 
ing, with skill nnd sympathy, to assist 
bis less fortunate companioas, is likely 
to be duly prized, at such a time as this, 
anyway. Again nnd again, under similar 
circumstances, 1 have found him a friend 
in need and a friend Indeed, but, so far 
on this voyage, 1 have not, through 
mercy, required Mb services. Indeed, 
even now I nin able' to keep steadily on 
with my writing, although we are rolling 
and pitching n good deal. But I will 
not boast, as we never Know what an 
hour may bring forth in this respect !

The storm was not of lung continuance, 
and the morning brought with it fair 
weather, which was more fully apprec- 
iated heeaiiEe of the rongh spell of the 
night before. My coinrniles are all right 
iiud hard nt work.
